The Concord Players, one of the out- 
standing dramatic organizations in this 
section of the country, come to Andover 
tonight to present ‘The Last Gepuire,” 
prize-winning play written by Cornelius 
A. Wood of this town. The play will be 
presented in George Washington hall, 
with the program starting at 8.15. 

The play deals with the lives of the 
members of the O’Day family, the last of 
a long line of lace-makers. The action 
takes place in Ireland on Armistice day of 
the Sein-Fein revolution, and complica- 
tions are presented by the presence of a 
young English soldier, the good wee folk 
and the New Yorker, Ginsberg. The play 
won the prize in a state-wide competition 
held last year by the Massachusetts State 
college at Amherst, the judges being 
prominent English professors in various 
Bay State colleges. 

It was first produced in Amherst on 
July 28, 1936, by the Concord Players. It 
was a marked success and has since been 
repeated several times to enthusiastic 
audiences. Essentially the original Con- 
cord cast will take part tonight. 

Samuel Merwin, well-known author 
whose two sons graduated from Phillips 
academy in 1927, formed the Concord 
Players in 1919, and in the past 18 years 
some 150 performances have been given, 
the club having journeyed as far south as 
Pennsylvania. 

The play is one-act, consuming about 
an hour. Preceding it will be a short talk 
by Dirk Van der Stucken and the award- 
ing of prizes in the Gepuire Poster Art 
contest. 

_ The net proceeds will go to local chari- 
tes.

Wood tell it: ‘“The word is properly pro- 
nounced ge-pure. Some pronounce it 
gepowte; Many people do not pronounce 
it at all.

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Registering of Bicycles Would Do Much to Lessen 
Careless Riding 


The coming of spring brought with 
it a year ago and is bringing with it 
this vear a real peril arising from the 
ever-increasing popularity of bicycle- 
riding. Last year saw two really 
serious bicycle accidents and a num- 
ber of minor accidents take place 
within the short space of a month 
here in Andover, and this might hap- 
pen again with worse results if bi- 
cycle-riders don’t make every effort 
to do their riding as sanely as they 
expect motorists to do theirs. 

For a bicycle-rider must obey the 
same rules that an automobilist must; 
common sense requires that, and 
statute law requires it, for under the 
law a bicycle is a vehicle amenable 
to all traffic regulations. No bicycle- 
rider for instance has a right to ride 
through a red light; that light means 
“Stop”’ not only to motorists, but to 
horses, pedestrians, street cars, push- 
carts, and bicycles as well. The car 
proceeding on a green light has the 
right of way, and if it hits a bicycle 
rider proceeding against the red 
light, it’s the bicyclist’s fault. 

And there are many other automo- 
bile regulations which bicycle-riders 
for their own sake and for the sake of 
others should make it a point to fol- 
low. Every bicycle should be equipped 
for night-riding with a light front and 
rear, so that the rider can see and be 
seen. A bicyclist too has just as much 


an obligation to ride in a straight line 
as a motirist has. If the latter oscil- 
lated all over the road, he would be 
stopped by a police officer who would 
first of all smell his breath. Signals, 
too, should be used before making a 
turn; a motorist can’t read a bicycle- 
rider’s mind. And bicyclists should 
look, too, before making a turn; just 
putting one’s arm out doesn’t help 
much if there* is a traffic situation 
that won't allow that particular turn 
at that particular time. 

One suggestion in connection with 
the increasing use of beycles has not 
received the attention that it de- 
serves, and that is that all bicycles be 
registered, with a number plate being 
necessary before any bicycle may be 
ridden. One of the greatest factors in 
safe motoring is the fact that every 
driver realizes that he is identified by 
his license plate and that if he ignores 
regulations, he will be apprehended 
and his right to operate revoked. 
Registration of bicycles would ac- 
complish the same feeling of respect 
for the law with the bicyclists. The 
fee need not be much, possibly no 
more than fifty cents per year, and it 
would provide low cost theft insur- 
ance, because registration of bicycles 
with plates would naturally reduce 
bicycle thefts to a minimum. The 
Massachusetts legislature might well 
look into this matter.

Tue Mippiesex Passace Boat 

The elegant Passage Boat, ‘Governor 
Sullivan,” will commence running on 
Tuesday, the 24th inst. It will leave the 
head of the Canal in Chelmsford, pre- 
cisely at eight o’clock, on Monday, Wed- 
nesday, and Friday; and returning, will 
leave Charlestown precisely at eight 
o'clock on Tuesday, Thursday, and Satur- 
day, of each week. 

A stage will leave Lowell at seven 
o'clock a.m. to convey passengers to the 
boat, and one will be in readiness when 
the boat arrives in Charlestown to take 
the passengers to Boston. A stage will 
also leave Riley’s, No. 9 Elm street, 
Boston, precisely at seven o’clock on the 
morning of Tuesday, Thursday, and 
Saturday, to convey passengers to the 
boat and one will be in readiness on its 
arrival at the head of the Canal, to take 
passengers to Lowell. 

Fare, in the Boat, 75 cents; from the 
boat to Lowell 6 and 1-4 cents; 6 and 1-4 
cents from the boat to Boston. 

Books kept at Frye’s Hotel, and at the 
Merrimack Hotel, in Lowell; at Spalding’s 
tavern, at the head of the Canal, and at 
Riley’s, Elm street, Boston... 

N.B. The boat is large and well fur- 
nished, and will be under the direction of 
the person who will give every attention 
to render the passage as pleasant and 
convenient a spossible.

Report on Economic Angles to Peace 


“Economic Angles to Peace’’ is the 
subject of a study which has been made 
by a group of members of the League of 
Women Voters during the last month. At 
the regular April meeting of the League 


the group reported the results of its study 
to the other members of the League, using 
the device of a model study group. Pre- 
tending to be considering the subject for 
the first time, they discussed the wide 
variety of culprits who have, from time to 
time, been blamed for causing wars: 
bankers, armament manufacturers, diplo- 
mats, and more recently economic factors 
such as need for raw materials. 

The consideration of the importance of 
the possession of raw materials in a 
highly industrialized world led directly to 
an argument as to whether, by returning 
some of the mandated colonies to Ger- 
many, her very real needs could be filled. 
But it became clear that few if any, of the 
essential raw materials are contained in 
those lands at which Italy, Germany and 
Japan look with covetous eyes. 

From the study of essential raw mater- 


ials and their distribution the group 
passed naturally to an investigation of the 
effects of tariffs, import and export 
quotas, and international currency condi- 
tions upon the availability of these raw 
materials. It was the opinion of the group 
that the Reciprocal Trade Agreements, 
now being negotiated by the United 
States, are the best means yet devised for 
dealing with the problems of International 
Trade. There was disagreement, of course, 
over the effect and success of specific 
treaties, but there was no question in the 
minds of the study group as to the wisdom 
of the method. Great interest was ex- 
pressed at the apparent development of 
interest in this method in other countries, 
and the possibility of Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements and a lowering of tariff walls 
becoming the subject of an International 
Conference within the next few years. 


Finally the discussion brought out the 
strange fact that the Trade Agreements 
program of the State Department, and the 
pending Neutrality legislation are based 
on entirely different political theories, and 
that one will,—unless the Neutrality

MOTION PICTURE EXPERIMENT 

We are watching with interest the first 
experiment in the Andover Junior High 
School to test the value of motion pictures 
ininstruction. ~ 

Experiments conducted in several 
school systems have indicated that the 
film-depicted lesson is more effective 
than the teacher’s presentation, but— 
You need not leave your profession yet, 
teachers!—the most effective plan of all 
was shown to be film presentation ac- 
companied by the teacher's explanatory 
comments. 

On Monday, April 26, two films were 
shown. The approach to one ‘Man 
against Microbe,’ a history of health 
science, was made by the science depart- 
ment. Preparation for “Once Upon a 
Time,” on the increasingly important 
subject of street and highway safety, was 
handled by the social studies teachers. 

Thursday, April 29, was test day. Mim- 
eographed copies of a check-up test on 
facts and attitudes were distributed to 
every home room and used during utility 
period. Results will be announced later. 


HORACE MANN 

This year is an important one, especial- 
ly in the interests of education, for it 
gives us a special reason to celebrate and 
commemorate the birth of education's 
greatest benefactor, Horace Mann. Edu- 
cation owes much to this man. The close 
of the first half of the nineteenth century 
was distinguished by a remarkable re- 
vival in education throughout the United 
States. It began in Massachusetts and 
was greatly strengthened by the leader- 
ship of Horace Mann. During his child- 
hood and youth, he knew from experience 
the neglected common schools of the 
state, for until he was fifteen years of age, 
his schooling was limited to the oppor- 
tunities of the district school of his native 
town, which was typical of those through- 
out the state. After he had graduated 
from Brown University, he had full know- 
ledge of the needs and values of normal 
schools, to be supported by the state. 
About 1827, a short-lived normal insti- 
tute in Lancaster, Massachusetts, was 
established. Reverend Samuel R. Hall 
conducted schools of this kind in Vermont 
and in Andover. With very limited re- 
sources the private institutions could not 
furnish the supply needed for the public 
schools. The normal schools founded by 
Horace Mann were under state auspices. 


April 19th, 1837, one-hundred years 
ago, the bill was signed which appropriated 
the money for the first normal schools. 
rhis date marked the beginning of a new 
epoch in American education, the epoch 
of the professionally trained teacher for 
the elementary schools. So it is that we 
celebrate it this centennial year. On May 
4th we shall celebrate Horace Mann’s 
one hundred forty-sixth birthday. Every- 
where people will honor the birth of 
America’s first great educator. New 
stamps will be issued to commemorate 
this event. Schools and colleges all over 
the country will honor the birth of Horace

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Art in Illustrations Exhibit Subject | 


At the Addison Gallery, Phillips Acade- 
my until May 16th, the entire space de- 
voted to loan exhibitions on the second 
floor is now taken up by a most delightful 
and stimulating show, called “Modern 
Painters and Sculptors as Illustrators.” 
It is important to remember this title, for 
these illustrations, mainly contemporary, 
with a few nineteenth century thrown in, 
are restricted to work done in this field by 


painters and sculptors of considerable 
repute. For this reason many artists, 
particulrly of the nineteenth century, 
whom one would expect to be represented 
in an exhibition devoted to excellent ‘l- 
lustration, will be missed; there are many 
artists who because of economic necessity 
or inclination are known for their illustra- 
tions primarily; such artists as Tenniel, 
Boutet de Momvel, or Maxfield Parrish,

and less independent. In any case, the 


ever sufficiently satisfactory the work of directors of this exhibition had to limit 


their scope arbitrarily in some way, in 
order to make the choice of material easi- 
er; they feel that by this restriction the 
quality of the show has been raised and 
even that the show is a sort of microcosm 
of modern art; Modern Art in little. 
This is set forth in the very interesting 
preface to the book catalogue of the exhi- 
bition by Monroe Wheeler. 

According to this article, there have 
been since the Middle Ages two separate 
traditions of illustrations in fine books: 
The earliest illustrations were a sort of 
adjunct to writing, to make things clearer, 
more vivid and interesting. As the tech- 
nique of reproductions improved and as 
the scope of books widened from record- 
ing of holy histories to include didactic 
and scientific reading, illustrations were 
provided as additional descriptions. 

Such were the cuts of animals, plants 
in Bestiaries and Herbals, the illustra- 
tions for manuals of hunting and strategy 
and medical treatises. Discoveriers ampli- 
fied their accounts of new continents or 
races with pictures, either drawn by 
themselves or by expert engravers. Along 
with the practical use of illustration was 
the custom of illuminating, embellishing 
with beautiful decoration, books import- 
ant for their ideas, books of scholarship, 
of learning, not illustratable at all, but 
covered with artistic ornament in order 
to show respect and honor for the ab- 
stract ideas they contained. 


Illustration Motive Rare 


Of these traditional motives for illus- 
trations, the former is rare nowadays, for 
the function of illustration in most cases 
can be better performed by the camera. 

But the impulse to illustrate for the 
sake of embellishment, of doing honor to 
a story or an idea, persists, and fine pic- 
ture books of this exhibition are of this 
sort. Sometimes the author of a book and 
the artist who illustrates it are contem- 
poraries and have worked together to 
produce a really complete work of art: 
or an old and famous book is newly in- 
terpreted in decorative format and illus- 
tration. Some of the best results are ob- 
tained in this case where the text costs 
nothing and all the available funds can 
be spent on its decoration. 

Still another type of illustration, in 
which the mediaeval tradition persists, is 
that which adds a slightly satirical touch 
to the text with its additional comment, 
whether in books which are themselves 
satirical or in children’s books. The latter, 
furthermore, are made to appeal to minds 
which, as far as reading is concerned, do 
not differ very much from the quasi 
illiterate and picture-loving readers of the 
Middle Ages. 

Very good examples of picture books of 
this type are in the first section of the ex- 
hibition, which is largely taken up by 
Russian books and a few German ones. 
The Russian books use simple decorative 
drawing and bright colors. Though the 
books are not necessarily children’s 
books, they give that effect because of the 
apparent simplicity of the subject matter 
and the design. According to the catalogue 
they are books published by the present 
government in Russia, partly as propa- 
ganda for the Soviet ideals. In this work, 
the Russian government enlisted the 
services of most of the well known Rus- 
sian artists, some of whom were well- 
known before the Revolution. 

There does not appear ever to have been 
any outstandingly great Russian painter, 
and many seem to find their happiest 
inspiration in the decorative representa- 
tion of Russian history and legend. 

There also are in this room some of the 
drawings by Iacovleff, as draughtsman in 
chief to the Citroen expedition in Central 
Asia, interesting as examples of the docu- 
mentary illustration which has mostly 
been replaced by photography. 


19th Century French 
In the next small room are the nine- 
teenth century French _ illustrations. 
These include books illustrated by Dau- 
mier and Delacroix and Manet, and books

Mann by holding various exercises and 
programs. Radio broadcasts have been 
given depicting this great great mans 
life and many books have been written 
about him. Mann himself wrote many 
books on education and on trips that he 
had taken through Great Britain, Ireland, 
and Germany, on educational tours. He 
was a great lawyer as well as an educator 
in addition to being president of several 
colleges. 

Mann did more for education than any 
one man had ever done before or since 
the time of his death. He did his work un- 
tiringly, faithfully, and.in the best inter- 
ests of humanity. In his own words he 
said “‘Work has always been to me what 
water is to a fish...Whenever I ‘have 
had anything to do, I do not remember 
ever to‘ have demurred, but have always 
set about it like a fatalist; and it was sure 
to be done as the sun is to set.”” We would 
do well-to follow his example. Horace 
Mann was untiring in the cause of educa- 
tional extension and reform, in the sup- 
pression of slavery, and in the promotion 
of temperance. This courageous leader 
died as bravely as he had lived in the

Probably the most enthusiastic audi- 
ence in Andover’s recent dramatic history, 
enthusiastic because the production was 
very much worthwhile being enthusiastic 
about, attended the splendid performance 
of “The Enchanted April” by the Ad- 
venturers at the Memorial Auditorium 
last Friday evening.

She 
turned in as fine and as finished a per- 
formance of a character part as has been 
seen in an Andover dramatic production 
in years. 

Her husband, penny-watching, prim, 
proper Mellersh Wilkins was played by 
Joseph Doherty. In “The Bad Man” Mr. 
Doherty’s name was included in the cast, 
but his one appearance was so brief that 
many wondered whether his name was on 
the program by mistake. This time Mr. 
Doherty could have made one appearance, 
and still have been the hit of the show, if 
that one appearance had been the one in 
which he appeared in Mahatma Gandhi 
garb.

A festival, representing a number of the 
various nationalities of Greater Law- 
rence, will be presented at George Wash- 
ington hall on the evening of May 21 
under the sponsorship of the International 
Institute of Greater Lawrence. The epi- 
sodes will portray customs of foreign 
lands, their songs and dances. Repre- 
sented will be the following nationalities: 
Ukrainian, Russian, Italian, Armenian, 
Greek, Syrian, Polish and Swedish. The 
colorful and gay costumes of the different 
lands will be worn by those taking part in 
the program and also by the ushers. 


There will be a combination of local and 
professional talent. In addition to Mrs. 
Rose Zulalian, Armenian singer mentioned 
in a previous article, there will be a Rus- 
sian program by Boris Berestneff on the 
balalaika, a Russian string instrument, 
with Mrs. Nathalie Berestneff accom- 
panying on the piano. Selections will in- 
clude: ‘‘Heigh! You Boys!’’ a Cossack 
song, ‘Russian Lullaby,’ “‘ Dark Eyes,” 
and ‘“‘Gypsy Love Song.””

In the largest room are shown all mod- 
ern French illustrated books. Vollard’s 
publications continue their excellence. 
The large pictures by Roualt, for a book 
not yet published, are like illustrations of 
Saints’ lives in famous stained glass win- 
dows. The etchings by Segonzac sparkle 
with a myriad shimmering lines. These 
are beautiful pictures in themselves. The 
illustrations by Dufy, light and humorous, 
are very pleasing by their deft naivete. 
The wood-engravings by Pierre Roy for 
the children’s counting out rhymes are as 
delightful as the rhymes themselves, and 
make a very covetable book. In fact, one 
would like to see so many of the books in 
their entirety, to finger them, to say 
nothing of owning them. When one is 
midway in some fascinating story, it is 
aggravating not to be able to turn over 
the page and read to the end. 


But the great pleasure of the show is 
the sort of double one, of enjoying the 
work of the artist and his own enjoyment 
of the book he illustrates. For instance, 
Picasso, forsaking abstractions, takes ad- 
vantage of his classical subject with en- 
thusiasm and treats them in line as lovely 
as those on Greek vases. 


It is encouraging that some of the best 
illustrations are found in the room de- 
voted to American work. To have Ameri- 
can books illustrated by Benton and 
Grant Wood should be as much of a

published at the beginning of this century 
by Ambroise Vollard, the great art col- 
lector and bookseller. Vollard was pas- 
sionately enthusiastic about making 
beautiful books, especially by using orig- 
inal lithographs, etchings or woodcuts as 
illustrations. Artists who worked for him 
were stimulated to master the techniques 
of printmaking by the desire that their 
work should be more perfectly mutliplied 
than by reproduction. The two books 
illustrated by Bonnard are considered to 
be the best examples of this type of il- 


lustrated book ever published. In the 
books published by Vollard it can be seen 
how often the most beautifully illustrated 
books are the product of a trinity of 
artists rather than two. Another instance 
of the publisher or editor as artist is 
shown by the books of poems illustrated 
by Rodin and Despiau, and the Degas 
illustrations to De Maupassant. None of 
these artists made the drawings expressly 
for these books: in the case of the two 
sculptors, some of their sketches from the 
nude have been fitted into the page by 
the artistic diligence of the editor, often 
very effectively but with no particular 
appropriateness to the text. The Degas 
are colored etchings, not done by him but 
copied from his paintings, an experiment
